In the four calami- 
ties I have mentioned, I have made 
careful observations and I have nev- 
er seen anything that compared with 
the destruction of life and property 
wrought by the tornado that passed 
through Omaha Sunday. Take the 
three and bunch them together and 
then the comparison could not be 
made.

“I am conversant with the history 
df windstorms and I consider the 
Omaha storm one of the worst, if not 
the worst. in hist6ry.

-A 
wall of water seven feet high swept 
down upon Dayton, carrying all light 
structures before it. The water con- 
tinued te pour into the city and hun+ 
dreds of people were forced to flee 
from -their homes. They had Iiittle 
warning and hundreds of them were 
caught in the flood and drowned. 

The water continued te rise wntil 
tonight there was thirty feet of wa- 
ter over the downtown section of the 
city. Reports from a telephone op- 
erator inthe exchange im Dayton 
flashed. over the wire to a suburb 


when communication was established | 
for a short time that hundreds of | 


bodies were floating through the 


street. past the telephone building.’ 


Later, a report from Richmond, Itnd., 
was received that 8000 were dead in 
Dayton and then word was received 
from the Mayor of Dayton, who had 
the flood and reached «a 
suburb with telephone connections 
that the dead in his city will number 
fully 5000,

In Piqua the swollen river burst 
the levees and swept through the 
town. People were trapped in their

IN FLOOD-SWEPT CITIES. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


HICAGO, March 25.—Floods al- 
most unprecedented in area, fol- 
lowing the tornado and reins of 
the last three days, swept four States 
of the Mississippi Valley today, cats- 


ing a loss of life that may reach into. 


the hundreds, and damage to prop- 


erty amounting to many millions of 


dollars. 

Ohio and Indiana, and in @ lesser 
degree, Illinois and Missouri, felt the 

brunt of the disaster. 

At Dayton, O., scores of persons 
were reported drowned following the 
breaking of the Miami River levee 
and the reservoir, fifty miles above the 
city. When the Associated Press cor- 
respondent succeeded in reaching the 
city, anxiety caused by exaggerated 
reports of loss of life was set at rest, 
although there was great difficulty in 


center of the town, hundreds of per- 
sons were vainly awaiting fescue. 
Streets heretofore considered miles 
from the danger line are running eight 
feet of water, the torrential force of 
which precluded rescue in boats. . 

Millions of dollars in property dam- 
age has already been incurred and the 
flood is still on the increase.

A tele- 
phone message to Chilicothe asserted 
that 20,000 of Dayton'’s inhabitants 
were homeless and that a relief train 
had been dispatched from Xenia. 

Hundreds of fires which could not 
be extinguished were said to have 
added to the horror of the situation at 
Dayton. 

At Delaware nineteen persons were 
reported dead, many missing and 400 
families homeless. 

Sixteen or seventeen are dead at 
Hamilton, O., where conditions simi- 
lar to those at Dayton render rescue 
work impossible. Otto, a hamlet of 
10@ persons, was said to have been 
destroyed. 

Hundreds of lives have been lost 
in Indiana.
